2. At 1630 hours on 1 April 1948, the 3-2 officer of 
tha 18th Fighter Group contacted the A-2 Division, this 
headquarters, and reported that lat Lt. Robert W. Meyers hed 


sighted an unidentified flying object. His story is as 
follows. 


3, On 1 April, et 0955, lst Lt. Meyers was leading a

He was flying & hoeding of 
130 degrees, altitude 1500 feet, position 124 degrees 
3 minutes east and 12 degrees 52 minutes north, when lis

“ast, heading of 360 degrees. Tis object sppesrod to be & 
clytng wing type eirorsft, Its shape resendisd a half won, 
what appeared to ba a dorssl fín was terely perceptible, the» 
span of the object estimated to be thirty fect, length twani 
Tast and silver in color. Upon sighting the object, Lie 
Veyerz immediately started a lefG*turn with the intentions of 
intereepting end to more positively identify this phencmena. 
While Meyers was making a 240 decree turn, the. unidentified 
object made a 90 degree left turn, then leveled cut on e 
nsading of 270 degrees, sccelerated rapidly and disappeared 
from sight in approzimstely five ssconós. There was no 
gound heard, and no exhaust trails were observed. At the

b. The interview with Lt. Meyers indicated that he 
is a reliable, non=exciteble individual and appeared quite 
positive in his statements. It must be taken into con- 
sideration howsver that he was the only witness to this in- 
cident, as he was unable to cali the object to the attention 
of his three wing- nen besause of their maneuvering in the 
turn, plus the fact that his radio was out.
